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alylum for liberty, 'arid rnaintain thefreateniof Eorope^ 
and while fbe has experienced it, mav (he never forget it. 
He knows no defire of feparation will ever arrfein -the 
heart of any man in either kingdom, fu'fficient to create 
ajuft ground of alarm, while the natural fafety of both 
forbids it. . But either fondneTs for this favorite object, 
ths natural defire of aBritifh minifter to relieve hh own 
country at the experice of this, the preffureof the erri- 
barrafsments great exertions have caufed in Great Bri- 
tain, the ambition of domination, the fancied glory of 
atchieving the exploit, or fome unexplored motive, pre- 
vents him either from, feeing, or induces him to fliut his 
eyes wilfully .again (I the admiffion of two facts, or indeed 
what is much more likely, knowing that they wodd in- 
jure his argument, he intentionally fupprefftd them. 
The fir'fl is, that if ever the relative fituation of the 
two countries ihould be fo altered, as that mutual intereft 
Yhoutd proclaim their feparatioh, (an event which mod 
certainly is beyond the reach of human penetration- to 
difcover even the rhoft diftant probability of its occur- 
ing) no legal bond of Union will be of the fmalleft effi- 
cacy in comparing them together : until fuch an incal- 
culable change of affairs, takes place} and while both 
pofftfs and prfee national liberty, they will act in con- 
cert frorn l the flrongeft of all poffible motives, the actual 
fafety of both. The other is, that if ever the power of 
oppreffion of the one over the other mould be Vetted" in 
either, the t probability is, 'that the poffeffitfh of fuch a 
power, will beeet. in the nation expofed to opprcffiori, 
even though it mould not Be exerted, tho defire of fepa- 
ration, and that, although the fafety of both fhould be 
facrificed in. its indulgence. That a legifiatrve Union 
with Great Britain would expofe Ireland to the poffibility 
of fuch oppreffion, is capable of demonftratlon, and is 
indeed admitted by Mr. Pitt himfelf, wh6 argues on the 
improbability of its ever being exerted, and the little 
reafon Ireland ha» to apprehend it, from trie fried mag- 
nanimity of Great Britain in other and fimilar cafes. 
Thus, I am certain that a fepamtion would be rrrnch 
more likely to be offered by an United fegrflature, thitn 
from Ireland's retaining the independence of her's, and 
that Ireland now enjoys a in greater degree the advan- 
tage of a fear in Great Britain, that an attempt at op- 
preffion might be fatal to both nations', the means of 
repreffing injury in its firft approach, and a certainty of 
fecuring to herfelf advantages, which though the depri- 
vation of them poffibly might not compel her to a dif- 
ruption from Great Britain, yCt the pofTeffioh 6f therh 
may contribute materially to her profperity, which al- 
together give a liability to her connexion with Great 
Britain, far more powerful than any bonds of compact, 
Or articles of Union, could by any poffibility beftow, 
and place,the idea of feparation far beyond the limits of 
teafon&ble apprehenfion.
